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REMARKS 

Claims 1-18 were pending in the present application. Claim 18 has been 
cancelled without prejudice. Claim 16 has been amended. Therefore, claims 1-17 are 
currently pending. No new matter has been added. 

No new matter has been added. Claim 16 has been amended to correct a 
misspelling. 

Response to Restriction Requirement Under 35 U.S.C. §121 

The Examiner has required restriction to one of the following inventions under 35 
U.S.C. §121: 

Group I: Claims 1-17, drawn to a method for rescuing damaged nerve cells 
using a deprenyl compound, classified in class 515, subclass 646. 

Group II: Claim 18, drawn to a kit comprising a container of a deprentyl and 
instruction for administering the compound to a subject having 
damaged nerve cells, classified in class 514, subclass 646. 

Applicants hereby elect Group I, drawn to a method for rescuing damaged nerve 
cells using a deprenyl compound, without traverse.
